TO 

Explain and amend the thirty-second section of the 
General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Por the purposes of the thirty-second section of the General 

Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877, relating to the superannuation of prison 
officers, the term “ prison service ” means, as respects the period 
before the first day of April one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-eight, service in a particular prison, or in the prisons of 
10 the same grand jury or other prison authority, transferred to the 
General Prisons Board for Ireland ; and as respects the period after 
the said first day of April one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
eight, service in any such prison or in any other prison ; and the 
said section shall be construed as if the term “ prison service ** had 
15 been so defined therein. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Prison Service (Ireland) Act, 
1883. 
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
